Some want to own the podium. Others 
wouldn’t even dream of it. 

As the Canada Winter Games get 
underway in Halifax and surrounding ar¬ 
eas on Friday, Team Nova Scotia’s expec¬ 
tations vary widely depending on sport. 

“We can tear the roof off it if things go 
well,” said judo head coach Scott Tanner. 
“We could be up there with five or six 
medals if we perform the way we 
should.” 

“I would not be shocked if we won sev¬ 
en medals,” chimed in boxing head coach 
Wayne Gordon. 

“I would be pleasantly surprised, but 
all seven athletes expect to be on the 
podium.” 

Judo, with one, and boxing, with four, 
accounted for most of Nova Scotia’s sev¬ 
en medals in an eighth-place finish at the 
2007 Winter Games in Whitehorse. 

But the exuberance of Tanner and Gor¬ 
don might be more the exception than 
the rule. Many others, such as badminton

head coach Gary MacDougall, are eyeing 
fifth- to eighth-place finishes as a 
benchmark for success. 

“They’re all in a different evolution (as 
far as) where they are nationally,” said chef 
de mission Frank Garner. “Some just are 
more advanced, some have a tradition.” 

Nova Scotia’s record for medals is 21, set 
in 1991, while its best medal finish is sixth, 
set in 1979. Its best finish in flag points is 
seventh. 

Regardless of each team’s expectations, 
Garner said double-digit medal total and a 
first-place finish among Atlantic Canadian 
provinces are achievable targets. 

“We’re optimistic,” he said. “I think 
we’ll do well and I think we’ll do better 
than we’ve ever done in a Winter Games.

During his lunch hour on 
Thursday, Gordon Richard¬ 
son received an email to go 
make a snow angel. 

An odd request indeed, 
but a half hour later there 
was the Dartmouth resi¬ 
dent flapping his arms and 
legs in the snow on the Gar¬ 
rison Grounds. 

“I thought, ‘Oh jeez, it’s 


right across the street ... I 
might as well go do it my¬ 
self,”’ he said. Richardson 
wasn’t the only one, either. 

About 30,000 people in 
over 200 locations across 
Nova Scotia pledged to 
make snow angels at 1 p.m. 
on Thursday. 

The reason was to break 
the Guinness World Record 
for the most snow angels 
made simultaneously in 
multiple locations. The 
current record is 15,851, 


which was made in Ontario 
in 2004. 

The snow angel chal¬ 
lenge was a part of Recre¬ 
ation Nova Scotia’s Take the 
Roof of Winter campaign. 
Recreation Nova Scotia’s ex¬ 
ecutive director Rhonda 
Lemire said the goal of the 
campaign is to encourage 
people to be active out¬ 
doors in the winter 
months. 

“We’ve had a good win¬ 
ter this year, and it’s great 


to get out and enjoy it,” 
Richardson said, before 
making his snow angel. 

Saint Mary’s elementary 
schools teachers and stu¬ 
dents also took part on the 
Garrison Grounds, one of 
several locations in HRM. 

“To get outside and en¬ 
joy the weather,” Saint 
Mary’s primary teacher Car¬ 
ol Blair said as to why they 
came out. “It’s to be active 
and to be a part of some¬ 
thing they will remember.”

The CEO of the Canada 
Winter Games in Halifax 
is defending security 
preparations for the event 
as it gets underway. 

Chris Morrissey con¬ 
firmed Thursday that 
Dave Worrell, co-head 
of security for the Games, 
has resigned over 
concerns there is not 
enough security for the 
two-weelc event that 
opens Friday. 

“Unfortunately, there’s 
a difference of opinion,” 
Morrissey said in an 
interview. “Dave thought 
to go his own way, but 
I’m comfortable based 
on my Canada Games ex¬ 
perience ... and the feed¬ 
back we’ve been receiving 
that we are meeting, if 
not exceeding, some of 
the Canada Games stan¬ 
dards. 

“This will be a very safe 
environment for all par¬ 
ticipants involved in the 
Games.” 

Worrell, a Halifax 
police officer, told Global 
News that he resigned 
because he is uncom¬ 
fortable with what he 
called significant cuts 
to the original security 
plan. 

Worrell told Global the 


Games only has 20 per 
cent of the security staff 
needed to oversee the 
event and there is a 
shortage of cellphones, 
cars and other equip¬ 
ment. 

But Morrissey said the 


number of security staff 
for the Halifax Games 
is “very close” to that of 
previous Games and it 
will be a safe environ¬ 
ment for all athletes and 
spectators.

Police have charged a 
third person in relation 
to a stabbing last 
weekend in Fairview that 
sent a 21-year-old man to 
hospital with serious in¬ 
juries. Halifax Regional 
Police say Tereeko Pyke, a 
19-year-old from Halifax, 
aimed himself into HRP 


Infrastructure Minister Bill 
Estabrooks is questioning 
using federal gas tax money 
to fund a new hockey arena 
in Quebec City. 

But Estabrooks added 
the issue was “between the 
City of Quebec, the 
province of Quebec, and 
the federal government." 

Estabrooks also said the 
Nova Scotian government 
isn’t looking to access those 
funds as a possible Plan B 
for the downtown conven¬ 
tion centre. “We have a 
process underway, a 
process that’s going to 
reach culmination ... but at 
this stage it’s not some¬ 
thing (the province) is con¬ 
sidering," Estabrooks said 
on Thursday. The province 
has applied under the 
Building Canada Fund for 
the $46-million federal con¬ 
tribution for the conven¬ 
tion centre. The federal 
government floated the 
idea of using the S2-billion 
a year gas tax fund as a way 
to contribute to the new 


headquarters on Wednes¬ 
day morning. T\vo other 
men, 24-year-old Cordell 
Avlin Pyke of Halifax, and 
an unnamed 21-year-old, 
have also been charged in 
relation to the stabbing. 
All three men face 
charges of attempted 
murder, aggravated 
assault and possession of 
a weapon for a dangerous 
purpose. 

Just after 10:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, police respond¬ 
ed to a residence on 
Evans Avenue in in rela¬ 
tion to the stabbing.

Facing a rough 
environment 

Atlantis Resources Corp. 
has only tested one other 
AK-1000 turbine to date 
— at the European 
Marine Energy Centre in 
Scotland’s Orkney 
Islands. The project met 
with some difficulty. 

“It was deployed in Au¬ 
gust (2010), and we elect¬ 
ed to retrieve the 
(turbine) prior to 


energization.” said 
Cornelius. He explained 
the turbine’s blades had a 
manufacturing flaw 
which necessitated 
correcting. Despite this, 
Cornelius said he’s 
implicitly confident that 
the Bay of Fundy turbine 
will be able to hold up to 
the rough environment.

The province has awarded 
the final of four berths in 
the New Minas Basin to 
tidal turbine builders At¬ 
lantis Resources Corpora¬ 
tion. 

The U.K.-based compa¬ 
ny plans to build and de¬ 
ploy their AK-1000 Mark II 
turbine, one of the largest 
turbines in the world, in 
the summer of 2012. 

They’ll be partnered on 
the project with Irving 
Shipbuilding and Lock¬ 
heed Martin in the devel¬ 
opment and fabrication of 
the uirbine. 

Atlantis CEO Tim Cor¬ 
nelius said operating in 
the Bay of Fundy — where 
more than 160-billion 
tonnes of water flow 
twice daily — will present 
unique challenges. 

“We understand that 
this is an incredibly harsh 
environment," he said at a 
press conference Thurs¬ 
day. 

“We want to talk to all 
the berth developers to 
understand more about 
their local experience, 
and we also desperately 
need to work hand and 
glove with the (Fundy 
Ocean Research Centre 
for Energy) facility.”

Folks in 
HRM expect 
the econo¬ 
my to stay 
level or con¬ 
tinue to im¬ 
prove in the 
coming months. 

According to recent sur¬ 
veys I’ve completed, about 
one-third of us expect 
things to get better and 
about two-thirds feel things 
will remain the same. 

Only four per cent feel 
the economy will worsen. 

This generally positive 
view is reflected in how 
people plan to manage 
their household budgets. 


Eighty-three per cent of 
us state we do a good job of 
staying within our house¬ 
hold budgets. That is 
markedly higher than the 
national number of closer 
to 70 per cent. 

Almost 60 per cent of 
HRM residents report we 
are comfortable making a 
major household purchase 
in the current economic cli¬ 
mate, and 67 per cent say 
we are confident we can 
save for our future. 

This optimism seems to 
be contrary to some of the 
recent projections from 
governments and think- 
tanks that signal challenges 
ahead for those tiying to 
manage their debt and save 
for retirement. 

The polling numbers 
highlight that despite the 
general confidence in per¬ 


sonal financial circum¬ 
stances, attempting to pay 
down debt (26 per cent) is a 
top priority for HRM resi¬ 
dents, followed by increas¬ 
ing their savings (24 per 
cent). 

I asked residents what 
they would do if they unex¬ 
pectedly came into $2,500. 
Forty-four per cent said 
they would apply it against 
a mortgage or loan and 39 
per cent said they would 


put it into savings. 

Maybe we’re better at 
looking after our finances 
than the governments 
think and certainly better 
than looking after the gov¬ 
ernments’ own budgets.

O President says in speech he wants to ‘protect’ constitution 
O Tears of disappointment, anger among protesters 


Egypt’s Hosni Mubarak re¬ 
fused to step down or leave 
the country and instead 
handed his powers to his 
vice-president Thursday, 
remaining president and 
ensuring regime control 
over the reform process. 
Stunned protesters in cen¬ 
tral Cairo who demand his 
ouster waved their shoes 
in contempt and shouted, 
“Leave, leave, leave.” 

The rapidly moving 
events raised the question 
of whether a rift had 
opened between Mubarak 
and the military com¬ 
mand. 

Hours earlier, a council 
of the militaiy’s top gener¬ 
als announced it had 
stepped in to secure the 
country, and a senior com¬ 
mander announced to pro¬ 
testers in Tahrir Square

cries of victory that 
Mubarak was on his way 
out. 

Several hundred thou¬ 
sand had packed into

The battle lines were firm¬ 
ly drawn Thursday for a 
bitter federal election 
fight. With a possible elec¬ 
tion looming in spring, the 
Conservatives launched 
one of their toughest soft- 
on-crime offensives on the 
Opposition Liberals. But 
the Liberals punched right 
back. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson blasted Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
for deciding not to sup¬ 
port a bill that would im¬ 


pose mandatory sentences 
for even minor drug 
crimes, repeatedly calling 
Ignatieff a “flip-flopper” 
on the issue. 

The Liberals fired back, 
as the party’s public safety 
critic, Mark Holland, ac¬ 
cused the government of 
hiding the true cost of the 
bill, which many groups — 
from churches to health¬ 
care workers and lawyers 
— also oppose. 

“We cannot allow Cana¬ 
da to become California,” 


Holland said. “States like 
California find themselves 
near bankruptcy, with 
policies they are desperate 
to undo ... They have no 
money for health, no mon¬ 
ey for roads, no money for 
infrastructure.” 

Nicholson deflected sev¬ 
eral questions asking for 
the cost of Bill S-10, but 
some estimates say it will

Strong loonie drives 
production offshore 


Canadian firms are in¬ 
creasingly shifting their 
production offshore in re¬ 
sponse to the pressures of 
globalization and the 
strong loonie, Export De¬ 
velopment Canada says. 

A study from the Crown 
corporation shows sales 
from foreign affiliates of 
Canadian firms grew by 


more than twice the rate 
of exports from firms in¬ 
side Canada between 2000 
and 2008. 

Exports from foreign af¬ 
filiates expanded to $508 
billion in 2008 from $367 
billion in 2000. 

During the same period, 
the loonie moved from the 
low 60-cent levels early in 
the decade to well above 
parity with the U.S. dollar 
during the 2008 commodi¬ 
ty boom. 

“This is showing Canadi¬ 
an companies are adapting 
to the realities of global 
trade today,” study author 
Jean-Francois Lamoureux 
said. Ultimately, it creates 
jobs higher up the value 
chain in Canada, he said.

“Unlike huge 
franchises like 
Twilight or Harry 
Potter, there were 
no preconceived 
notions of what the 
movie would be.”

“When I got this script I 
immediately felt like it 
was the one. I loved the 
way it combined action 
and science fiction with 
the story of a kid who real¬ 
izes that who he wants to 
become and who he can 
become are two different 
people. That seemed like a 
simple, relatable stoiy that 
would be perfect to hang a 
genre movie on.” 

The film is about a teen 
who seems like everyone 
else, except that he’s secret¬ 
ly one of the last members 
of an extinct alien race that 
is slowly being picked off 
by reptilian assassins. 

Though based on a suc¬ 
cessful novel, Caruso sur¬ 
prisingly started his adap¬ 
tation before the source 
material had even been 
published. 

“When I read the manu¬ 
script it still had typos and 


red writing in the mar¬ 
gins,” recalled the director. 

“But it was liberating 
because unlike huge fran¬ 
chises like Twilight or Har¬ 
ry Potter, there were no 
preconceived notions of 
what the movie would be. 
No one could get mad with 
me because they don’t 
know what to expect.” 

Caruso was also lucky 
enough to have the benefit 
of launching a franchise 
with two seasoned block¬ 
buster veterans serving as 
creative producers: Steven 
Spielberg and Michael Bay. 

“Steven was very in¬ 
volved in developing the 
script, and then Michael 
helped me with the visual 
effects in post,” said Caruso. 
“They were helpful book- 
ends on the production and 
I couldn’t have done it with¬ 
out them because this was 
new territory for me.” 


Breakout 
role for 
Pettyfer? 

Alex Pettyfer has learned 
rather quickly that he has 
a real hankering for stunt 
work, even if it can get a 
bit dangerous sometimes. 


“You kind of want to get 
hurt, because it gives you 
more adrenaline; it gives 
you more pump,” says 20- 
year-old Pettyfer.

“I wanted to make a movie 
about art, but I didn’t 
know how,” says Lucy 
Walker when recalling the 
genesis of her new film 
Waste Land, which is a 
nominee for this year’s 
Best Documentary Oscar. 
“I had been thinking of 


this amazing Spanish film 
called The Quince Tree 
Sun, and the idea it had to 
trace a single painting 
through every step of the 
process. I loved that.” 

Walker’s film isn’t 
about a single painting, 
but rather an ambitious 
project she developed with 
the Brazilian artist Vile 
Munoz. The plan: To go to 
the world’s largest garbage 
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Rio’s dumps 


dump in Rio de Janeiro 
and create a series of por¬ 
traits of its employees out 
of the very trash piled 
therein. 

As Munoz grows closer 
to the workers, they be¬ 
come collaborators, and in 
turn begin to see them¬ 
selves not only as subjects 
but artists in their own 
right. “You woriy constant¬ 
ly about the impact that 


you’re having on these 
other lives,” says Walker. “I 
think that it was part of 
Vile’s process to work 
through those issues. And I 
don’t think there are any 
easy answers.” 

Indeed, Waste Land is a 
troubling film, especially 
in the portrait it creates of 
Brazil as a countiy brutally 
divided along economic 
lines.

In 2003, he had a 
strong shot at a Grammy 
with another top-selling, 
critically acclaimed CD, 
The Eminem Show. 

And it seemed as if the 
Recording Academy 
might finally give 
Eminem his due corona¬ 
tion. 

But a jazzy songbird 
named Norah Jones 
enchanted them, and he 
went home without the 
prestigious award once 
again. 

Now, it’s a new decade 
and a new Eminem. 

He’s still got the 
radioactive tongue, but 
he’s endured a painful 
drug addiction, personal 
tragedy and an artistic 
lapse, yet overcome all of 
them to create Recoveiy, 
an album that riveted mil¬ 
lions and earned him a 
leading 10 Grammy nomi¬ 
nations. 

He’s not only nominat¬ 
ed for album, but also for 
record and song of the 
year for Love the Way You 
Lie with Rihanna. 

It’s looking like an Em¬ 
inem coronation — but 
looks can be deceiving, 
and the Grammys have 
proven time and time 
again that things aren’t 
always what they seem ...

With a bestselling memoir 
and an album that never 
seemed to stop resonating 
with fans, Rosanne Cash 
celebrated the end of 2010 
with a long break full of 
restful sleep. 

This year seems no bet¬ 
ter, though. She’s up for a 
Grammy Award for The 
List, her tribute to her 
iconic father, Johnny Cash; 
she's writing songs with 
Rhett Miller of the Old 
97’s, Joe Henry and by her¬ 
self in anticipation of a 
new album; and she’ll join 
Henry and Billy Bragg in 
the studio in March for an¬ 
other new project. 

She’s also planning to 
tour this year and is taking 
notes for a follow-up to her 
highly regarded memoir, 
Composed, which earned 
spots on the best of lists of 
Publisher’s Weekly, Kirkus 
Reviews and Amazon.com. 

“So I still have a lot of 
work ahead of me,” Cash 
said. “I’m looking for more 


sleep. Maybe in 2012.” 

Did the enduring success of 
The List, your recording of 
your father's list to you of 
must-listen-to songs, catch 
you off-guard? 

It did. I’m certainly not 
a big radio artist. In fact, 
it's hard to garner a lot of 
radio play for anybody 
working in my genre at my 
age. So I knew I couldn’t 
count on that. So then it’s, 
how do I sell this record 
without a lot of radio play, 
and it was a challenge for 
the marketing team to fig¬ 
ure out how to present it. 
But there was a great back 
story to it and people were 
interested, and there was 
more interest in The List 
than I expected. I thought, 
‘Oh, this will be a quiet 
thing and some people 
will appreciate it.’ It did 
very well, and it was satis¬ 
fying to me, but I have to 
admit truthfully, it was a 
little jarring that I felt like 
my biggest success in a 


long time are songs that I 
didn’t write. It shook me a 
little bit. 

Have you made plans to 
release the entire list to the 
public? 

No, I haven’t and I’m 
not ready to. So much of 
my dad has been co-opted 
by the public and this was 
such a personal thing to 
me. And I’m just not ready 
to post it on the Internet 
or something, you know 
what I mean? I want to 
hang on to it for a little 
while. ... Eventually it 
should be archived proper¬ 
ly, but right now it's mine. 
Do you plan to cull another 
album from the list? 

Yeah, I think so. There’s 
certainly a wealth of mate¬ 
rial and it makes sense. 
People ask me about that 
all the time. So I think I 
would. 

Your memoir was very well 
received. Do your writing 
ideas come from the same 
place as your songwriting 
ideas? 

Oh, sure. And if I were a 
painter it would come 
from the same place, or a 
ballet dancer. I think that 
creative impulse can have 
a lot of different mediums. 
Is it easier to share personal 
things because you've done it 
for decades in song? 

Cash: That was a differ¬ 
ent experience as far as 
revelation or the feeling of 
revelation, anyway, be¬ 
cause in songs, even 
though people think my 
songs are all confessional, 
they're not really. I know 
where I took poetic li¬ 
cense. And there was cer¬ 
tainly no fact checker at 
the end of the songs. But 
writing in the book I did 
feel a responsibility to the 
facts as I remember them.

EST on HBO, The Sun¬ 
set Limited is gripping, dis¬ 
turbing and, at times, 
mordantly funny. 

The Sunset Limited is re¬ 
markably animated for 
such a scaled-down film, 
propelled by two fine per¬ 
formances and drawn from 
the 2006 play of the same 
name by Cormac McCarthy, 
Pulitzer-prize-winning au¬ 
thor of such novels as Blood 
Meridian, All the Pretty

An old-school Pac-Man ar¬ 
cade game is one of the 
best features of the ath¬ 
letes’ lounge. 

There are also televi¬ 
sions, air hockey, musical 
instruments and video 
games to help the roughly 
1,800 athletes de-stress be¬ 
fore and after competi¬ 
tions. 

Media were given a tour 
of the Athlete’s Village 
Thursday, mere hours be¬ 
fore the first competitors 
were expected to pour in. 

The village is a web of 
venues starting from the 


World Trade and Conven¬ 
tion Centre and connected 
by pedways to four down¬ 
town hotels. 

“It’s not a necessity at 
any point for athletes to go 
outside unless they want 
to, so it’s a nice design,” 
said Bill Moore, volunteer 
chair of athletes’ services. 

There’s a dining hall 
that seats 9,000, a comput¬ 
er lab for athletes and of¬ 
fices for each province’s 
support staff. Some 
provincial offices were 
decked out in pom-poms, 
flags and posters. 

“I’m not aware of any¬ 
thing official, but I think 
there is a little one-upman¬ 
ship and lots of provincial 


pride,” Moore said. 

There’s also a polyclinic 
that resembles a small hos¬ 
pital in the belly of the 
trade centre. It has a 
triage, infirmary, taping 
room, and space for mas¬ 
sage, physio and chiroprac¬ 
tic therapy. 

The most common in¬ 
juries depend on the sport, 
said Brian Seaman, chair 
of medical services. He 
said hockey players, for ex¬ 
ample, usually have in¬ 
juries to ankles, knees and 
shoulders. 

“The one we’re most 
concerned with, especially 
with young athletes, 
would be concussions,” he 
said.

There is a sense of renewal 
that is inherent to spring 
training, and that feeling 
will be particularly strong 
for the Toronto Blue Jays 
when pitchers and catch¬ 
ers hold their first official 
workout Monday.

It looks like rebuilding 
plans are underway in 
the nation's capital. 

The struggling Ottawa 
Senators sent forward 
Mike Fisher to Nashville 
on Thursday in exchange 
for the Predators' first- 
round pick this year and a 
conditional pick in next 
year's NHL entry draft. 

Senators general man¬ 
ager Biyan Murray ex¬ 
pects more changes to be 


made ahead of the Feb. 28 
trade deadline. 

“We have a plan in 
place and an idea that we 
want to restructure the 
hockey team to again be a 
competitive club,” Murray 
said on a conference call. 

Fisher, 30, has played 
675 career NHL games — 
all with the Senators. He 
has recorded 24 points (14 
goals, 10 assists) and 33 
penalty minutes in 55 
games this season. 

It has been a disastrous 
season for the Senators, 
who are winless in 11 
games and sit last in the 
Northeast Division with 
42 points.

The Canadian home Olympics are a year gone. 
But a change in attitude lingers. 

W hile we rejoice in 14 gold medals and 26 
podium results, the close encounters are 
more indicative of a seismic shift in 
expectations on the part of Canadian 
competitors. 

Almost winning doesn’t count anymore ... a good 
thing for a country that fancies itself a sporting 
nation. 

Five fifth-place finishes at the 2010 Games warrant 
re-examination. 

Melissa Hollingsworth ended up fifth in skeleton 
over the course of four heats — a mere half-second 
from the gold medal total of Amy Williams of Great 
Britain. It was a miniscule margin of defeat that left 
Hollingsworth distraught, declaring, “I let my entire 


country down.” 

But Hollingsworth sol¬ 
diered on, and instead of 
quitting she committed 
herself to the journey to 
Sochi in 2014. In eight 
World Cup races this sea¬ 
son she’s been on the 
podium three times and is 
ranked third in the world. 

“It stinks,” Patrick 
Chan said after finishing 
fifth in figure skating. But 
then again he learned 
something. 

“I saw that one day I 
could dominate my sport.” 

Now, Chan is the Grand 
Prix champion, has the 
quad jump in his arsenal 
and has the inside track 
on next month’s world 
championship in Tokyo. 

On the last day of the 
Games in the biggest 
cross-country ski race, the 
50-kilometre marathon, 
Sudbury’s Devon Kershaw 
was fifth, 1.6 seconds 
from gold. He got lost in 
the dust of the Sidney 
Crosby goal and the men’s 
hockey victory. 

“That opportunity is 
gone forever,” Kershaw 



said of that ordeal. “But it 
was the most motivating 
thing that could ever hap¬ 
pen to me.” This season in 
the massive Tour de Ski, 
Kershaw scored his first 
World Cup victory and 
found the podium four 
times in eight races. 

Finally, there’s alpine 
skier Erik Guay. 

Fifth in both the down¬ 
hill and Super G at 
Whistler, Guay missed 
two gold medals by the 
sum total of eight-tenths 
of a seconds — or the 
blink of an eye. 

He wasn’t the hottest 
interview afterwards. But 
he did collect himself to 
score three podium 
results and win the Crys¬ 
tal Globe to end the cam¬ 
paign. He’s also the only 
Canadian to win a medal 
on this year’s World Cup 
circuit. 

That’s the legacy of 
Vancouver, plain and sim¬ 
ple. Nowadays for Canadi¬ 
an athletes this business 
of finishing fifth equals 
one thing. 

Unfinished business.

Penguins captain Sidney 
Crosby says he expects to 
play this season after suf¬ 
fering a concussion, but 
there are no guarantees 
he’ll be able to make a 
comeback. 

Crosby visited the Pen¬ 
guins during Thursday’s 
morning skate for the first 
time since leaving the 


team last week to visit his 
parents in Cole Harbour. 

“I hope I’m back and I 
hope I play this year,” 
Crosby said. “That’s the 
thing with (concussions), 
you don’t know.” 

Like any player return¬ 
ing from a serious head in¬ 
jury, Crosby is frustrated 
by the slow pace of recov¬ 


ery. 

“It's out of my control,” 
he said. “You just hope 
with time, the quicker the 
better.” 


Crosby has missed 14 
games for the Penguins 
with complications due to 
a concussion. He will not 
be allowed to return to the 


ice until he is symptom- 
free. He still leads the 
team with 32 goals and 66 
points, and is fourth in the 
league in scoring. 

Crosby, 23, said he left 
to get away, relax and not 
deal with the stresses that 
come with talking about 
his injury. 

He said it’s impossible 


to know when he’ll be able 
to play again, and that he’s 
just focusing on getting 
better. 

Crosby was sidelined af¬ 
ter taking hits to the head 
in successive games Jan. 1 
against Washington in the 
Winter Classic and Jan. 5 
against Tampa Bay.
